Former Federal Judge Henry S. | 


Priest, 


who once described bribery 


as “a conventional offense,”’ turned | 


another neat legal phrase today 


when, testifying in the United States | 


District Court, he referred to the 
theft of the United Railways refer- 
endum petitions as ‘“‘the case known 
as the abstraction of referendum 
petitions.”’ 

The State, which is prosecuting 
former General Manager Richard 
McCulloch and former Transporta- 
tion Superintendent Bruce Cameron. 
‘as instigators of the theft, is using 
the shorter and uglier words “bur- 
gliary and larceny.” 

Priest’s testimony was giten in 
connection with his motion asking 
that Receiver Wells be required. to 
pay him a $15,000 balance on his 
salary for the year ending last 
March as general counsel for the 
tmnited Railways Co. and $856 for 
his stenographer’s salary. 

Dismissed as Counsel Last Year 

Priest testified that before the re- 
céiver was appointed the company 
had agreed to pay him $18,000 a 
year salary, but that the receiver 
dismissed him as counsel May 1, 
1919, and after paying him two 
months’ salary amounting to $3000. 
‘George H. Williams, an attorney 
representing bondholders, opposed 
to the payment, asked Priest if he 
was the only officer of the com- 
pany who was dismissed. 


“IT seem to have been the only one 
discriminated against,’’ replied 
Priest. “‘No. There was Mr. McCul- 
toch. He remained as general man- 
ager about half a year until in a 
héaring of one of the intervening pe- 
titions a statement was made by a 
fellow, who has since been discred- 
ited, that McCulloch had some con- 
nection with the case known as the 
abstraction of referendum petitians. 
That was an unfair advantage and 
showed the venom of the attorneys 
on the other side.”’ 

“That is a voluntary statement, 
Judge Priest, and I don't think you 
could prove it,” said Attorney Wil- 
liams. 


“I think I know enough to assert 
it,” replied Priest. “There was a 
conspiracy and combination against 
McCulloch and myself.”’ 

; Salary Was Increased. 

Priest testified that for two years 
before February, 1919, his salary 
had been $15,000 a year and that it 
was then increased to $18,000, “not 
as general attorney, but as general 
counsel."” Before 1917, he said, he 
was counsel and general attorney at 
a salary of $40,000 a year, out of 
which he paid all the expenses of 
the United Railways legal depart- 
nent. 

After the receivership, he said, he 
had as much work to do as before it. 

“As Charlies W. Bates, attorney for 
the receiver was appointed at a sal- 
ary of $24,000 a year, I suppose there 
can be no question as to the value 
of my services to the company.” he 
said. “I also think that Mr. McCul- 
loch was indispensable to the direc- 
tors of the company, and should 
have been retained as general mana- 
ger.” 

Attorney Bates did not take part 
in the questioning or make any ar- 
sument, Priest’e application was 
taken under advisement.

In its political aspects, this con- 
vention is curiously like the Chicago 
gathering.

As at Chicago, 
the delegates mill about with no 
one conspicuuous leader to whom 
they can turn for light and leading.

But only on the political side are 
the two conventions alike. In other 
respects they are vastly different. 
The Republican convention made 
hardly a ripple on the normal life 
of Chicago, but San Francisco is 
holding high festival. San Francisco 
is showing the delegates the time of 
their lives. And they are not being 
gouged, either. And the weather has 
been fine. 

The Chicago convention was a po- 
litical gathering merely; this is a 
big show, a spectacle. San Francis- 
co meets the delegates at the trains, 
gives them free rides to their hotels, 
takes them on tours about the city, 
provides boat trips, and dinner 
parties.

June 6, following loans of $200,000 
to him by banks and finance com- 
panies. 

Martin was treasurer of the Mo- 
torbus company and since his disap- 
pearance a search ‘for books of the 
motorbus company has revealed 
that the records of the disposition 
of the $300,000 stock, sworn to have 
been paid in, are missing.

“OUR AMERICA.” by Waldo Frank. 

(Bont & Liveright.) 

HE best significance that lies 
T=: this far from flattering dc- 

piction of our national physiog- 
nomy is its revelation of the critic's 
intellectual independence. The ris- 
ing tolerance of the public for the 
saner radicalism shines as a bright 
spot of color from the dejecting drab 
of the national fondness for self- 
stultification. In the re-creation of 
the world, which is the mandate of 
the hour for those intelligent enough 
to listen and obey, our riotous seif- 
admiration is properly called to or- 
der by a patriot of genuine stripe, 
albeit of uncommon pattern. 

In the older days Walt Whitman's 
ery alone electrified the eternal sum- 

mer of our self-content. Now the 
period foreseen by him as the great- 
est national necessity, namely, a per- 
iod of static suffering and of inner 
eultivation, is upon us. The bril- 
Mant and earnest, if not invariably 
judicious, editor of the defunct 
“Seven Arts Magazine” finds us to- 
day even as we were in the pro- 
phetic sight of the good gray poet; 
materially very advanced, and ideally 
capable of many good things—yot 
in grasp of our veriest spiritual 
needs more backward than the Mag- 
yar or the Slav. Wherefore he wise- 
ly augments Walt Whitman's warn- 
ing and advice: ‘‘We must break our 
impotent habit of constant issuance 
into petty deed. We must begin to 
generate within ourselves the energy 
which is love of life.” 

This book is designed as a first| 
ald to the understanding of America| 
for the use of two distinguished | 
French modernists of the author's 
circle of intimates. It is eclectic, | 
partial, and partisan, and hence) 
profoundly unscientific. Within the 
limits of intrinsic value thus staked 
out, it is, however,. a forceful and 
admirably delivered explanation of. 
leading American traits. | 

Mr. Frank adopts the thesis of a} | 
our critics that our collective mea- 
tality is still that of the pioneer and 
the Puritan. The temporal and re- 
gional differences fade before that. 
blanket verdict. He tells us that tho} 
utilitarian conviction rules at Har-| 
vard no less than it does in the ¢x- | 
tension courses of the Western col-.| 
leges and in the widespread schools 
for paper-hanging and short-story 
writing. I think he is right about 
Harvard. Also about Pragmatism, | 
our own home-made, or domestically 
finished, brand of philosophy. It 
caught on instantly, because the | 
pragmatic measure of value is util- 
ity. Apply the pragmatic standard 
to the dealings of the leaders wita 
the people and its cynicism will ap- | 
pall you. To illustrate by an in-. 
stance, Jack London was a man who | 
claimed to have found truth in a’ 
complete disillusion. “But I know | 
better,”’ says he, “than to give this | 
truth as I have seen it, in my books 
The bubbles of illusion, the pap of | 
pretty lHles are the true stuff of | 
stories.’’ Still more tragical, by far, 
is the defection of the great from | 
their congenial standards. Mark 
Twain would have been a giant had 
not the pragmatic pull Ejinsteined 
him from the orbit of his possibili- 
ties and flung him away into the 
outer darkness of populdrity. 

The truth of the matter as it ap- 
pears to the author is that Indus- 
trialism made the American land 
soul poor. 
But he puts it altogether too crassly: 
“American wealth became fodder in. 
a sty to be gorged and guzzled by 
stampeding pigs.”” At all events, the 
break from the materialistic deter- 
mination of our pioneering status is 
prophesied in the apparition of Ab- 
raham Lincoln, who personifies the 
emergence of a poetic and religious 
experience based on the reality of 
American life, whereas our Puritan 
movement was simply a chapter in 
the long history. of religious decad- 
ence, 

The difference between the two 
towering intellects of the post-Puri- 
tan era was the difference between 
strength and weakness: between the 
mystic whose mystery is the sense 
of the All, and the mystic. whose 
mystery is escape. Emerson typifies 
the withdrawal of defeat. The world 
he knew was so wholly measured by 
materialistic standards that it did 
not-occur to him to find his haven 
To this utterly cor- 
rect valuation of Kmersonian trans- 
cendentalism the author joins the 
saddening reflection that implicitly 
the Concord sage left the actual 
world of men to the low enemy, He 
then goes on to show that poetic im- 
agination declined to reside in the 
American world. Poe fled from it 
in spirit, and Henry James heads 
the list of those who had to escape 
even with their bodies. 

The elective affinity of the Hebrew 
race to American culture is interest- 
ingly suggested. The Jew is the in- 
defeasabie realist. Caught up in the 
rhythm of America, he, too, became 
a Pioneer and Puritan. Today he is 
Jauded as a model citizen, because 
of his frenzied conformation to the 
land of his new opportunity. 

The dream of the industrial god 
attained lapidary reality in Chicago, 
the City Unbeautiful (initmitably de- 
picted by one of its public spirited 
tnhabitants in the Atlantic Monthly).

The first 
outlines many infringements of the 
military clauses of the peace treaty,

Proposed Telephone Rate Increase, 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In the recent appeal of the Bell Tele- 
phone Company for another raise in 
their prices on residence and business 
phone service as per their written notice 
to their subscribers a few days ago pre- 


paring them for this emergency and ad- 
ditional cost to them and in which they 
estate they furnished the Public Service 
Commission with their application for an 
increase with a statement of additional 
cost and expenses of more operators and 
competent operators and other expenses 
necessary to improve their service, they 
failed to mention anything about the 
gross amount of money received from 
their subscribers in any month or year, or 
the profits therefrom, or anything about 
the $6,000,000 and more deciared in divi- 
dends, which, of course, is over and above 
their expenses. 

This is according to information sup- 
posed to be furnished from the records 
of their business on an annua! basis, and 
still they had, and have no money to pay 
competent and sufficient help that would 
insure the public good service, which 
they are entitled to for their money. 

Why not pay out some of this $6,000,- 
000 of accumulations for operators and 
give the public something anyway for 
their money? It is clear to be seen the 
more often they raise and the more they 
charge, and the more we pay, the less we 
get for our fhoney. Why should this cor- 
poration be permitted to accumulate and 
hoard millions of dollars for their own 
personal benefits and the poor subscrib- 
ers, who are numerous, be made to suffer 
on account of such extravagance? 

We wonder what the public is paying 
their money for now, at the present prices 
they are charging, when they are not 
getting service to justify paying one-half 
Is that not an imposition 
on the public, such poor and unsatisfac- 
tory service that we have been compelled 
to submit to for the past several years, | 
when the subscribers should be justly 
and morally entitled to a rebate or reim- 
bursement on the amounts of money they 
have already paid, and we have no assur- 
ance or even a promise that the service 
will be improved, even though they are 
permitted to raise the rates, and even 
though the service be improved would 
not,.in our estimation, justify an increase 
in rates? 

It seems like the subscribers would be 
entitied to some consideration and pro- 
tection, and have something to say in re- 
gard to whether or not they should be 
compelled to pay an increase over and 
above what they are now paying, and 
they should be furnished with a complete, 
accurate and detailed statement of their 
gross receipts, net earnings. as well as 
that of their total expenses; otherwise 
they will be required to just pay and keep 
paying increase—‘“put up and shut up.” 
The people should come to the front, as-
